1 A Partisan of fine character, having pronounced central 
ridge, slightly engraved at base, it bears an armourer’s 
mark, a dagger, repeated on both sides, the haft covered 
with red velvet Italian, mid-16th Century

with four latten masks, original haft covered with fabric 
German, mid-17th Century 


3 An early 17th Century Halberd, of flamboyant form; and 
a 16th Century Partisan, both having covered hafts 2

quality (the pommel missing), the blade inscribed VIVE 
LE ROY, mid-l7th Century; also a Broadsword, of

5 <A Broadsword, having large fluted shell guard and double 
drooping quillons, the pommel six-sided, the blade 
with four faces bearing the letters I.H.S. on the ricasso, 
17th Century; a  Broadsword with shell guard, the 
broad blade inscribed ME FECIT SOLINGEN; and a 
Spanish Cavalry Sword, having six-sided engraved

intended for venery purposes, the blade is dated 1637 
and inscribed HOUNSLOE 


*.* The sword blade factory at Hounslow was started about 
1630 by Benjamin Stone, who brought over several German 
craftsmen from Solingen, the best known of these being 
Johan Kinndt, who signed or initialed many Hounslow 
productions. 


23 An early Kurdish flintlock Gun, the barrel of Damascus 
steel, the stock embellished with elaborate designs in 
brass and staghorn 


24 Three Powder Primers, entirely of steel, semi-conical in 
form, curved faces decorated with grouped ribs in low 
relief, each of slightly different design, one is fitted with 
a belt hook Italian, early 17th Century 3 


25 <A Grpser or Belt Purse, with steel frame mounted with old 
red velvet, the frame fitted with lock, swivel and two 
chiselled lion’s head masks, and bearing maker’s stamp 

German (Nuremberg), late 16th Century

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A Bet Purses, the frame of finely chiselled steel, partly 
formed as a tower and bearing gargoyle, the actual 
pouch of buff leather fitted with two pockets, two hasps 
for attachment German, 16th Century

elaborate construction, mounted with old green velvet, 
lined with silk 16th Century 


A PAIR OF FINE SCOTTISH FLINTLOCK PIsTOoLs, hy J. Murdoch, 
the barrels and butts chased and inlaid with interlacing 
floral scroll-work (not quite matching), l]l4in. 2 


A pair of flintlock Pistols, from the near East, the butts 
and barrel ends mounted with embossed silver in an 
elaborate manner 2 


A BREASTPLATE, with turn-over round neck and arms, 
sight central ridge going down to point in front in 
centre of large flange, to which the tassets were buckled, 
bright steel 17th Century 


A BREAST AND A BACKPLATE, tall and narrow, decorated 
with bright bands, and lined with red velvet 
17th Century 2 


A composite Suit of Armour, consisting of a close helmet 
of the 17th Century, fitted with a tilting ventail of an 
earlier period ; the back and breastplates of the 17th 
Century and pauldrons of same period, gorget of six 
plates, garde-de-rein and tassets, full arms with gauntlets 
and equipped with reinforcing elbow shells, partly of 
the 16th Century ; the entire harness is decorated with 
bands of roughly engraved ornament, probably executed 
about 1850 when this suit was “‘ assembled’; the leg 
defences, tassets and garde-de-rein are entirely of modern 
workmanship

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An English “ Mortuary Sword,” with blackened pierced 
hilt, the blade inscribed “‘ Solingen,” mid-17th Century ; 
and the hilt of a 17th Century English Hangar, of 
blackened iron inlaid with silver, it is fitted with a

A Scottish basket-hilt Broadsword, the blade marked with 
the running wolf, early 18th Century ; an English Sword 
of the late 17th Century (the blade broken); and an 
18th Century Sword with a 17th Century blade 3

engraved blade ; and the detached blade of a Sabre 6 


A Plug Bayonet, Flemish, late 17th Century ; a Plug Bayonet, 
of primitive form; an 18th Century venery Sword, in

An early Malay Dagger, with finely carved hilt, the scabbard 
made in the early 19th Century by Salter, Strand,
